“ The two buildings have en­ 
tirely different uses,” Bovey said. 
The new structure now serves a s !; 
an adjustment center for maxi­ 
mum security prisoners—the ha­ 
bitual 
trouble-makers—who must 
be kept completely separate from 
the prison population. 
He stressed the importance of 
keeping temporarily punished pris-' 
oners separate from the maximum 
security group. The latter group, 
Bovey said, must be completely 
isolated because of their constant­ 
ly disturbing influence 
an d in 
order to give them special treat­ 
ment, without punishment, toward 
readjustment, 
Bovey explained that he had dis­ 
cussed the use of the old “ hole” 
wiih Judge Robinson during the 
judge’s annual pre-Christmas visit 
to the institution. 
“ I explained to him that the old 
building is clean, well-heated, san­ 
itary, with plenty of fresh air,”

reading.”

read,” 
Bovey remarked. “ Isolation and 
restricted diet is sometimes the 
only type of punishment to which 
a prisoner will respond.”
